Cholera cases in DR Congo 
top 5,000 


KINSHASA (AFP) - A cholera 
outbreak in the Democratic Re¬ 
public of Congo has infected 
more than 5,000 people and 
caused nearly 300 deaths since 
March, the United Nations said 
yesterday. Bandundu, Equateur 
and Province Orientale are the 
worst-hit regions. 


"The 5,000 mark was 
reached this week with 5,088 
reported cases of cholera, in¬ 
cluding 296 deaths," the UN 
Office for the Coordination of 
Humanitarian Affairs said. 

Cholera is a highly conta¬ 
gious intestinal infection that 
can kill if not treated properly.

Underground parking may 
be an option near City Hall 
Building 



ORANJESTAD - The new 
City Hall complex will be a 
modern annex to the existing 
complex which together will 
be capable of housing nine 
ministers, according to Minis¬ 
ter of Infrastructure Benny 
Sevinger. The entire project 
has been submitted to FDA for 
approval. Local construction 
company Albo is the contrac¬ 
tor for the 18 million Aruban 
florins project. 

The interior of the old 
building will be gradually re¬ 
stored. They are currently 
working on the section where 
Minister de Meza’s office is lo¬ 
cated. It is expected that within 
a month this section should be 
completed. 

The new complex is de¬ 
signed to house nine ministers 
along with their advisors. 
There will be four extra offices 
added for this purpose. The de¬ 
sign of the complex was done 
by architects Leo Ponson and 
Hoevertsz who were inspired 
by the form of the “cocolishi” 
(a small shell common here on 
Aruba). The structure will take 
into account “green energy” 
which the government has 
been requiring of late for their 
buildings. 

One of the aspects under 
discussion is what to do about 
parking. One of the options is 
to design parking space under 
the building. This can be ex¬ 
tremely costly, but they are 
studying the possibility, mak¬ 
ing certain adjustments to the 


plans to see if somehow they 
could incorporate such a park¬ 
ing area in the overall plan. 

Another project to begin 
shortly, according to Minister 
Sievinger is the beautification 
beginning from Plaza Henny 
Eman up to the building that 
once housed the Tourism Of¬ 
fice across from the Renais¬ 
sance Hotel. The sidewalks 
will be replaced and there will 
be plants along the road. Yes¬ 
terday they met with contrac¬ 
tors to explain the project in 
preparation for the public bid¬ 
ding which is to take place 
shortly. They are working on a 
design for the former Ports Of¬ 
fice and the former Museum 
Building which will be part of 
the January budget. The inten¬ 
tion is to maintain the original 
structure of these buildings. 
They will ultimately be dedi¬ 
cated to our local artists and 
craftsmen. 

There is a restaurant in the 
heart of the historic area. They 
are currently talking to the 
owners and most probably will 
purchase the complex and 
have the restaurant relocated to 
another suitable site. The other 
building further up could be in¬ 
corporated into the Office of 
the Census Bureau which will 
be a decision to be made by the 
Office of Monuments. 

The buildings at the back 
are monumental buildings 
which will have to be properly 
maintained by their owners.

Demands to grow for UN 
peacekeepers, says 
outgoing chief 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Stocks fell at great speed in 
Europe and on Wall Street 
yesterday, with bank shares 
leading the selloff amid new 
concern over Greece, and talk 
of danger for France's credit 
rating which was immedi¬ 
ately denied. 

The slump of up to six 
percent in Europe and more 
than four percent on Wall 
Street, coupled with a record 
rise of gold, came only a day 
after markets soared on sig¬ 
nals by the US Federal Re¬ 
serve that it would hold 
ultra-low interest rates for an¬ 
other two years. 

But the relief rally quickly 
lost steam and stocks re¬ 
sumed a plunge that has in re¬ 
cent days seen many 
European markets lose over a 
tenth of their value in a sell- 
off triggered by concerns 
over debt and an economic 
slowdown. 
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Sovereign debt worries 
were amplified yesterday by 
a Fitch downgrade of Cyprus 
and comment that the euro¬ 
zone nation would need an 
EU bailout. This came only 
days after the historic down¬ 
grade of the US credit rating 
by Standard & Poor's. 

In foreign exchange deals, 
the dollar steadied against the 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States said yesterday it 
would like China to explain 
why it needs an aircraft carrier 
amid broader US concerns 
about Beijing's lack of trans¬ 
parency over its military aims. 

"We would welcome any 
kind of explanation that China 
would like to give for needing 
this kind of equipment," State 
Department spokeswoman 
Victoria Nuland told reporters 
when asked whether the carrier 
would raise regional tensions. 

"This is part of our larger 
concern that China is not as 
transparent as other countries. 
It's not as transparent as the 
United States about its military 
acquisitions, about its military 
budget," she said. 

"And we'd like to have the 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
An online petition calling for 
looters and rioters to have their 
state welfare handouts with¬ 
drawn has proved so popular 
that the British government 
website hosting it crashed yes¬ 
terday. 

More than 78,000 people 
had signed the petition by the

The United Nations wants 
to close its operation in East 
Timor next year and start 
drawing down forces in 
Liberia, Ivory Coast and Haiti.

ORANJESTAD - In order for 
Aruba to stipulate the price of 
gasoline, our Department of 
Economic Affairs has entered 
into a subscription from Platts, 
which is a company that pro¬ 
vides us with a daily briefing 
of the market with respect to 
petroleum products. With the 
information received from 
Platts the Department of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs takes the aver¬ 
age price of those products 
used here on Aruba, which is 
the price of gasoline, Kerosene 
and low sulfur diesel. These 
use the cotization of the US 
Golf Coast and they derive at 
the daily average of these three 
products. This is done every 


day for the whole month until 
they can arrive at the monthly 
average. This is then added to 
a structure with fixed compo¬ 
nents in order to obtain a price. 

In the pricing structure there 
are, for example, transportation 
charges, insurance and the sub¬ 
sidy for cooking gas. The sub¬ 
sidy entails that for every liter 
of gasoline sold 1.5 cents will 
be put into a special fund in 
order to keep the price of LPG 
as low as possible. 

Working from within the 
context of the above structure, 
a profit margin is added and 
the BBO in order to arrive at 
the price of gasoline sold to 
suppliers who deliver this to 


Government requests advice from Supreme 
Consultative Council 

on prospective minimum wage increase 


ORANJESTAD - In a recent 
press conference the Prime 
Minister intimated that the 
government had made a re¬ 
quest to the Supreme Consul¬ 
tative Council for advice 
regarding the minimum 
wage. 

The Prime Minister in¬ 


formed the press that in view 
of the very difficult economic 
situation worldwide felt here 
on Aruba as well, that that is 
what forced them to create a 
system for the increase of the 
water and electricity tariffs 
that would not affect one half 
of our population. 


What the Prime Minister 
did not explain however is 
how those same 50% of the 
population will have to deal 
with the 12.5% increase that 
will be added to the many 
other commodities like meat, 
milk, vegetables, food, cloth¬ 
ing, etc. 


the gas pumps. Here again the 
BBO is added and the margin 
of profit is added in order to ar¬ 
rive at the price that the con¬ 
sumer pays. 

The calculation of the price 
of petroleum products is as fol¬ 
lows. As an example we can 
use the price that was imple¬ 
mented on Tuesday 10th of 
August. This entails that which 
took place on June 31 to July 
31. The result of the monthly 
average was entered into the 
price structure and the price 
was published on August 10th. 
The effect of what took place 
in the market today will have 
no bearing on the price of Au¬ 
gust 10th, that will be added to 
the price of the month of Sep¬ 
tember. Hence, if the price 
drops on the international mar¬ 
ket today, the effect will be felt 
one month later. 

Another aspect is the price 
of a barrel of fuel oil and the 
price of refined gasoline or re¬ 
fined diesel do not run parallel. 
Even though last year the price 
of a barrel was 100 dollars and 
this year it has remained at 100 
dollars a barrel, the price at the 
pump did not remain un¬ 
changed. This is because there 
are many factors which influ¬ 
ence the price.

Because it is no secret that 
those who will be paying the 
12.5% increase will undoubt¬ 
edly pass this along to the 
consumer. So, they will not 
be paying it on their water 
and electricity bills, but on 
their grocery bills...so, in 
essence they have only 
shifted to the increase else¬ 
where! 

The government has im¬ 
plemented several benefit 
programs to assist those most 
vulnerable in our community.

US scientists predict eruption 
of undersea volcano 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
scientists said Tuesday they 
have for the first time suc¬ 
cessfully predicted the erup¬ 
tion of one of the world's 
most active undersea volca¬ 
noes off the coast of the west¬ 
ern state of Oregon. 

Scientists from Oregon 
and New York have been 
monitoring Axial Seamount, 
250 miles (400 kilometers) 
out to sea, since it last erupted 
in 1998, and predicted it 
would again before 2014. 

On an expedition to the 
area on July 29, researchers 
using a remotely operated 
robot discovered a lava flow 
that was not there the year be¬ 
fore, and began noticing that 
the entire area looked unfa¬ 
miliar. 

"When we first arrived on 
the seafloor, we thought we 
were in the wrong place, be¬ 
cause it looked so completely 
different," said Bill Chad¬ 
wick, an Oregon State Uni¬ 
versity geologist who

The team was using bot¬ 
tom pressure sensors, the 
same tools used to monitor 
the sea floor for potential 
tsunamis after an earthquake. 
A couple of their recording 
instruments soon turned up, 
and scientists determined that 
the eruption happened on 
April 6. 

The team was excited at 
the discovery, but cautioned 
that most volcanoes remain 
highly volatile. 

"Forecasting the eruption 
of most land volcanoes is 
normally very difficult at 
best, and the behavior of 
most is complex and vari¬ 
able," said Scott Nooner, a 
geophysicist at Columbia 
University's Lamont-Doherty 
Earth Observatory. 


"We now have evidence 
that Axial Seamount behaves 
in a more predictable way 
than many other volcanoes." 

Researchers were watch¬ 
ing the level of the volcanic 
crater, or caldera, rise after its 
last eruption at a rate of about 
15 centimeters (six inches) 
per year as it inflated with ac¬ 
cumulating magma, and pre¬ 
dicted it would erupt again 
when it reached its 1998 
level.

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Anonymous hackers pledge 
to destroy Facebook on 
November 5 


Members of the hacker col¬ 
lective Anonymous have al¬ 
ready been linked to attacks 
on financial institutions and 
even the federal government, 
so it should come as no sur¬ 
prise that the world's largest 
social network, Facebook, 
would eventually become a 
target. The group has released 
a video statement announcing 
that on November 5, the net¬ 
work will be destroyed. 

Anonymous has taken 
issue with Facebook's well- 
publicized privacy issues, 


and claims that the company 
sells information to govern¬ 
ment agencies for the pur¬ 
pose of spying. The video 
also states "Everything you 
do on Facebook stays on 
Facebook regardless of your 
privacy settings, and deleting 
your account is impossible, 
even if you delete your ac¬ 
count, all your personal info 
stays on Facebook and can be 
recovered at any time." 

The chosen date of No¬ 
vember 5 carries some signif¬

Quantum super-computing sees microwave 
breakthrough 



Australian professor 
Michelle Simmons ob¬ 
serves the world's smallest 
quantum transistor in Syd¬ 
ney in 2010. US physicists 
yesterday discovered a mi¬ 
crowave method to excite 
atoms to a quantum condi¬ 
tion, potentially enabling 
quantum computers to be 
as tiny as small book. 

(AFP)—Physicists in the 
United States on Wednesday 
notched up a lab success in 
the quest for quantum com¬ 
puters, whose stellar capaci¬ 


ties have already 
earned them the 
nickname of 
"super-computers 
on steroids." 

Atoms can be 
excited to a quan¬ 
tum condition 
using microwaves, 
an advance over 
larger and bulkier 
lasers, until now 
the only way to 
achieve this essen¬ 
tial state, they said. 

In theory, it means that 
quantum computers — if they 
are commercially feasible — 
could be as tiny as a small 
book, the team reported in Na¬ 
ture, the British science journal. 

"It is conceivable a mod¬ 
est-sized quantum computer 
could eventually look like a 
smart phone combined with a 
laser pointer-like device," said 
Dietrich Leibfried of the US 
National Institute of Standards 
and Technology (NIST). 

"Sophisticated machines 
might have an overall foot¬ 


print comparable to a regular 
desktop PC." 

The idea behind quantum 
computing is to exploit a 
weird discovery of particle 
physics. 

When two particles inter¬ 
act, they become "entangled," 
which means one particle af¬ 
fects the other. The connec¬ 
tion lasts long after they are 
separated. 

In "entanglement," parti¬ 
cles also go into state called 
superposition. 

Today's computers use a 
binary code, in which data is 
stored in a bit that could be 
either zero or 1. 

But in superposition, a 
quantum bit, known as a 
qubit, could be either zero or 
one, or both zero and one at 
the same time. 

This potentially offers a 
massive increase in data stor¬ 
age, greatly helping number¬ 
crunching tasks such as 
running climate-change mod¬ 
els and breaking encrypted 
codes.

MONTERREY (AFP) - Sur¬ 
geons have re-attached a large 
part of the face of a seven 


year-old child torn 
in a pitbull attack, 
Mexico's state-run 
Social Security In¬ 
stitute said Tuesday. 

"This is the first 
facial re-implant 
that has been suc¬ 
cessfully carried out 
in the country," said 
Juan Francisco 
Salazar, an Institute 
spokesman in the 
northern state of 
Nuevo Leon. 

Raul Carrizales, 
age seven, was at¬ 
tacked by a pitbull 
on June 26 in the city of Mon¬ 
terrey. The fierce dog tore off 


a large portion of his lower 
face. 

A neighborhood watch¬ 
man who saw the attack 
picked up the piece of the 
boy's face and put it in a plas¬ 
tic bag, and then in a container 
with water an ice, which al¬ 
lowed surgeons to later fix the 
boy's face. 

The operation on Carriza¬ 
les took nearly six hours and 
involved two general sur¬ 
geons, two plastic surgeons, 
two nurses and an anesthesi¬ 
ologist, Salazar said. 

"The next step is rehabili¬ 
tation, so that he will again 
have feeling and movement in 
his face," Salazar added. 


DNA blood tests can tell baby's 
sex at 7 weeks: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) -Tests 
that measure DNA in a preg¬ 
nant woman's blood work well 
for telling the sex of a baby 
after seven weeks' gestation 
without posing danger to the 
fetus, a US study said Tuesday. 

The meta-analysis of previ¬ 
ous studies on the topic sug¬ 
gests that using cell-free fetal 
DNA from the mother's blood 
is more accurate than a urine 
test or sonogram and is safer 
than amniocentesis. 

It can also be done earlier 
than an ultrasound, which is 
usually accurate from 11 to 14 


weeks, or amniocentesis, 
which samples fluid from the 
sac surrounding the fetus and 
carries a small risk of miscar¬ 
riage. 

"The availability of a reli¬ 
able noninvasive alternative to 
determine fetal sex would re¬ 
duce unintended fetal losses 
and would presumably be wel¬ 
comed by pregnant women 
carrying fetuses at risk for dis¬ 
orders," said the study in the 
Journal of the American Med¬ 
ical Association. 

The review included 57 
studies, representing 3,524 


male-bearing pregnancies and 
3,017 female-bearing pregnan¬ 
cies, and found an accuracy 
rate of 95 to nearly 99 percent. 

The technology to detect 
cell-free circulating Y-chro- 
mosome DNA sequences in 
the plasma of pregnant women 
has been around since 1997. 

Many countries in Europe, 
including France, Spain, 
Britain and the Netherlands, 
routinely offer the test to preg¬ 
nant women. 

Some companies also sell the 
tests to consumers over the In¬ 
ternet. 


Long work hours linked to alcohol 
abuse: study 


WELLINGTON (AFP) - 
Long working hours can 
more than triple the risk of al¬ 
cohol abuse and addiction, 
New Zealand research has 
found. 

An Otago University 
study of more than 1,000 
people aged 25-30 found a 
statistically significant link 
between the amount of hours 
worked and alcohol abuse. 

"Individuals working 50 


or more hours per week had 
rates of alcohol-related prob¬ 
lems that were 1.8 to 3.3 
times higher than those for 
individuals who were not em¬ 
ployed," study leader Sheree 
Gibb said. 

The research, to be pub¬ 
lished in the British peer-re¬ 
viewed journal "Addiction", 
found the figures were simi¬ 
lar for males and females. 

Gibb said increased alco¬ 


hol abuse among those who 
worked long hours might be 
an attempt to reduce stress as¬ 
sociated with their jobs. 

She also suggested that 
social contact with work¬ 
mates might make people 
more likely to abuse alcohol. 

Gibb said the study 
showed there was a need for 
anti-alcohol abuse programs 
targeting people who worked 
long hours. 


Attacks on health workers 
affect "millions": Red Cross 



GENEVA (AFP) - Large num¬ 
bers of people die in conflicts 
not only because they are the 
victims of attacks, but because 
they are prevented from get¬ 
ting proper health care, the 
Red Cross said Wednesday. 

A study by the Interna¬ 
tional Committee of the Red 
Cross, conducted in 16 coun¬ 
tries, found that "millions" of 
lives could be spared if attacks 
on healthcare workers and fa¬ 
cilities did not occur. 

"The most shocking find¬ 
ing is that people die in large 
numbers not because they are 
direct victims of a roadside 
bomb or a shooting," Robin 
Coupland, who led the study 
and worked as a war surgeon 
for seven years, told reporters. 

"They die because the am¬ 
bulance does not get there in 
time, because health-care per¬ 
sonnel are prevented from 
doing their work, because hos¬ 
pitals are themselves targets of 
attacks or simply because the 


environment is too dangerous 
for effective health care to be 
delivered," he explained. 

Yves Daccord, the ICRC 
director-general, said that "vi¬ 
olence that prevents the deliv¬ 
ery of health care is currently 
one of the most urgent yet 
overlooked humanitarian 
tragedies." 

"The human cost is stag¬ 
gering: civilians and fighters 
often die from their injuries 
simply because they are pre¬ 
vented from receiving timely 
medical assistance," he said. 

As examples, Daccord 
cited "hospitals in Sri Lanka 
and Somalia that have been 
shelled, ambulances in Libya 
shot at, paramedics in Colom¬ 
bia killed, and wounded peo¬ 
ple in Afghanistan forced to 
languish for hours in vehicles 
held up in checkpoint 
queues." 

"The issue has been staring 
us in the face for years. It must 
end," he added.

what Leonid has in mind 
to showcase Sophie, 
who hopes for a place 
with the American Bal¬ 
let Theater someday, and 
to perform what Adriana 
claims is the dream of 
every prima ballerina, 
both the White and 
Black Swan of Swan 
Lake. “Originally, the 
parts were performed by 
two dancers, as they call 
for one to be a gentle, 
sweet swan, the other 
sultry and aggressive. 
For one dancer to do 
both parts, and it has 
been done, is considered 
a great achievement.” 

“I believe Sophie is 
an example of what it takes to 
make it into the best ballet 
companies,” explains Leonid, 
“she has not only the physical 
form, talent and grace, but she 
has that drive to devote her life 
to dance; I am sure the world 
will know her name someday.”

ECLAC anticipates mild global recession 
with slower growth impact in Latam 


— The United Nations Eco¬ 
nomic Committee for Latin 
America and the Caribbean, 
ECLAC warned yesterday that 
markets’ volatility will “per¬ 
sist” particularly because of 
the default-threat from several 
European countries. 

“The danger is that the cri¬ 
sis expands to Italy and Spain” 
said Osvaldo Kacef, head of 
ECLAC’s Economic Develop¬ 
ment Division adding that the 
most probable scenario is a 
slowdown of the global econ¬ 
omy while the situation in the 
US and the European Union 
will have an impact mainly in 
Mexico and Central America. 

The economist said that 
there is a strong risk of a reces¬ 
sion in the European Union 
and the US and in this scenario 
“there won’t be a major impact 
for Latin America until the end 
of2012” 

Similarly unemployment in 
the region which now stands at 
7% will not continue to fall in 
2012, but a major labour situa¬ 
tion is not anticipated. 

“There won’t be a major 
impact on employment”, in¬ 
sisted Kacef. 

More specifically on the 
US, Kacef said that govern¬ 
ment-debt problems and a 
higher credit risk ‘should not 
anticipate a situation of some 
magnitude.’ 

“The issue in the US does 
not have such an economic 
repercussion it’s mainly politi¬ 
cal, although it sounds more 
spectacular than in Europe”. 

Nevertheless he admitted 
that “all this means we will

have a less dynamic business 
climate in the developing 
world” with an impact for 
Latin America. 

“Obviously nobody is im¬ 
mune and it will have an im¬ 
pact on Latin American eco¬ 
nomies, but it will much de¬ 
pend on how exposed to the 
US and to Europe each country 
is,” said Kacef meaning both 
trade and investment links. 

In this framework “we 
could expect a flight of capital 
from the region, even when the 
latest data show that the inflow 
of capital to Latin America 
persists. 

Kacef also anticipates that

World oil prices climb on surprise 
drop in US crude reserves 
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LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Oil rose yestersday as traders 
digested news of a shock fall in 
American crude inventories, 
and after the Federal Reserve 
vowed to hold near-zero inter¬ 
est rates for the next two years. 

But the energy market 
trimmed some of its earlier 
gains as traders fretted over the 
impact of ongoing global eco¬ 
nomic turmoil which has sent 
world stock markets plunging 
once again. 

In late afternoon deals, 
Brent North Sea crude for Sep¬ 


tember rose $2.30 to $104.85 
per barrel, having earlier 
peaked at $107.11. 

And New York's main con¬ 
tract, West Texas Intermediate 
light, sweet crude for delivery 
in September, gained $1.92 to 
$81.22. It had earlier leapt as 
high as $82.90. 

The US government's De¬ 
partment of Energy announced 
yesterday that American crude 
inventories tumbled by 5.2 
million barrels in the week 
ending August 5. 


EU offers 2.1 mn euros 
for E.coli research 


BRUSSELS (AFP) -The EU 
is to invest 2.2 million euros in 
research on the new killer 
E.coli strain which infected al¬ 
most 4,000 people and left 51 
dead across Europe and 
caused massive losses to veg¬ 
etable farmers. 

The European Commis¬ 
sion's decision Tuesday "to get 
as full a scientific picture as 
possible" of virulent Es¬ 
cherichia coli came as Russia 
lifted a costly ban slapped on 
EU vegetables over the row. 

Russia, which imports a 
total 600 million euros ($859 
million) of European Union 
vegetables a year, introduced 
the ban June 2 after initial re¬ 
ports blamed European pro¬ 


duce. The culprit was eventu¬ 
ally found to be Egyptian 
fenugreek seeds. 

Producers of cucumbers, 
tomatoes, lettuce, courgettes 
and sweet peppers, withdrawn 
from the market between late 
May and the end of June, have 
been promised 227 million 
euros in compensation. 

Funds to put the new killer 
strain under the microscope 
are part of a 12-million-euro 
research programme to rein¬ 
force Europe's capacity for 
tackling pathogens. 

"The research will focus 
on ways to prevent future epi¬ 
demics and deal with new out¬ 
breaks," the commission said. 


Euro slides back beneath 


$ 1.42 



LONDON (AFP) -The Euro¬ 
pean single currency sank 
back under $1.42 on Wednes¬ 
day as the foreign exchange 
market reacted nervously to 
market speculation of a 
French credit downgrade, 
which has been denied. 

The shared eurozone unit 
fell as low as $1.4163 at about 
1410 GMT. It later pulled 
back to $1.4178, down from 
$1.4374 late in New York on 
Tuesday. 

"The market's fretful mood 
was clearly evident in the way 
it reacted to rumours of a 
French bank downgrade," said 
Rabobank senior currency 
strategist Jane Foley, in reac¬ 
tion to the euro's steep drop. 

"Exposure of French 
banks to peripheral debt is 


perceived to be relatively 
high which has led to French 
government bonds under-per¬ 
forming core German and 
Dutch counterparts recently. 

She added: "The vulnera¬ 
bility of core Europe appears 
to be opening up and this is il¬ 
lustrative of the fact that the 
sovereign debt crisis is enter¬ 
ing its most critical phase to 
date." 

France has "categorically" 
denied rumours it was heading 
for a downgrade of its AAA 
credit rating after the United 
States was stripped of its top 
rating by Standard & Poor's 
late last week. 

The rival Fitch ratings 
agency on Wednesday con¬ 
firmed that France was retain¬ 
ing its top triple-A credit 
rating amid rumours that it 
would lose the prized status. 

In earlier trade, the euro 
had risen in value against the 
greenback, one day after the 
US Federal Reserve indicated 
it will keep interest rates on 
hold near zero for at least two 
years.

'Keep coming out’, urges Malaysia's gay pastor

HONG KONG (AFP) - 
Malaysia's only openly gay 
pastor is urging homosexuals 
in the mainly Muslim country 
to "keep coming out" to help 
battle homophobia, as he gets 
set to tie the knot with his 
American partner. 

Reverend Ouyang Wen 
Feng is a highly controversial 
figure who faced outrage and 
threats when he opened in 
2007 the first gay-friendly 
church in conservative 
Malaysia, where sexual iden¬ 
tity is a hot-button topic. 

Homosexuality, still a 
crime punishable by 20 years 
in jail under Malaysian laws 


pastor Reverend Ouyang Wen 

banning sodomy, remains 
taboo across the racial and re¬ 
ligious spectrum in Malaysia, 
which is home to large ethnic 
Chinese and Indian minorities. 

But Ouyang, a journalist- 
turned-pastor, said gay men 
and women should speak out 
to "break the vicious cycle" 
and help fight misunderstand¬ 
ings about the gay community. 

"When society discrimi¬ 
nates against gay people, you 
only push gay people into the 
closet," he told AFP in an in¬ 
terview last week on a visit to 
Hong Kong to launch a new 
book on homosexuality and 
Christianity. 


"When gay people stay in 
the closet, people don't know 
what is gay or homosexuality 
and because of ignorance they 
keep discriminating and that 
will perpetuate prejudice," 
said the outspoken 41-year- 
old. 

"Gay people cannot just 
blame straight people for not 
understanding us." Ouyang, 
wearing a flesh-coloured top 
with a crucifix and tattoos on 
his shoulder and arm, called 
on gay Malaysians to show 
their "true faces and tell them 
who we are". 

Ouyang's own "coming 
out" took place in 2006 when 
he published the story of his 
decision to make public his 
sexual orientation, after a 
nine-year marriage to his now 
ex-wife, whom he described as 
an "angel". 

"She encouraged me to 
come out. She asked for a di¬ 
vorce, and this is the biggest 
gift she could ever give me, 
she literally set me free,said 
the pastor, who grew up in a 
conservative Christian family. 

Ouyang now lives in the 
United States, where he is pur¬ 
suing his doctoral degree in 
theology, while teaching soci¬ 
ology at a college and works 


as a staff pastor. 

But he regularly returns to 
Malaysia and other parts of 
Asia to promote awareness of 
homosexuality. Also a prolific 
writer, he has published 23 
books, about half delving into 
gay-related themes. 

Ouyang said the church he 
co-founded, which has been 
operating quietly in suburban 
Kuala Lumpur, is "growing 
and developing" and continues 
to draw gay Christians for 
Sunday services and bible 
studies. 

Ouyang has previously said 
the church — which also em¬ 
braces bisexual, transsexual 
and heterosexual people — 
would help the gay commu¬ 
nity know they are "not alone 
in fighting the battle". 

But influential Malaysian 
religious figures remain vehe¬ 
mently opposed to the grow¬ 
ing prominence of the 
country's gay community, with 
a vocal Islamic cleric last year 
saying homosexuality was 
"going to destroy the world". 

Authorities periodically 
raid gay-friendly bars or mas¬ 
sage parlours, leaving some 
with a constant fear of perse¬ 
cution, while a prominent reli¬ 
gious body in 2008 issued a 


fatwa, or Islamic religious rul¬ 
ing, against lesbian sex. 

Malaysia's opposition 
leader Anwar Ibrahim is cur¬ 
rently on trial accused of 
sodomising a former aide, 
which he has repeatedly dis¬ 
missed as trumped-up charges 
designed to prevent him from 
taking power. 

Meanwhile Ouyang is set 
to wed his partner, an African- 
American Broadway musical 
producer, after the latter 
popped the question on June 
26 — two days after New York 
City legalised same-sex mar¬ 
riages.

Federer sets up Tsonga revenge 
match on return 


England on top 
against India in third 
Test 


BIRMINGHAM (AFP) - 
England enjoyed an excellent 
opening day in the third Test 
against India as they pursued 
a win that would see them re¬ 
place the tourists at the head 
of the ICC's Test Champi¬ 
onship table. 

They closed on 84 without 
loss in reply to India's modest 
first innings 224, a deficit of 
140 runs, at Edgbaston here 
on Wednesday. 

England captain Andrew 
Strauss was 52 not out and 
fellow left-handed opener 
Alastair Cook 27 not out in 
front of a sell-out 25,000 
crowd at Warwickshire's 
headquarters, redeveloped at 
a cost of £32 million ($52 
million). 

Their unbroken stand 
rounded off a good day for 
England, already 2-0 up, as 
they pursued a victory that 
see them take the four-match 
series and go to the top of the 
Test standings. 

Strauss, in what was his 
best Test score this season, 
set the seal on a fine first day 
for England shortly before 
stumps by completing a 76- 
ball fifty including 10 fours. 

Earlier seamers Stuart 
Broad and Tim Bresnan, Eng¬ 
land's heroes with both bat 
and ball during their crushing 
319-run second Test win at 
Trent Bridge, shared eight 
wickets after Strauss won the 
toss in overcast conditions. 

Broad took four for 53 in 
17 overs, with the fast- 
medium bowler dismissing 


both Virender Sehwag and 
Sachin Tendulkar as the India 
stars managed just one run 
between them. 

Meanwhile Bresnan, had 
four for 62 in 20 overs. 

India coach Duncan 
Fletcher was left rueing his 
side's failure to be only one 
wicket down at lunch. 

"We looked to be going all 
right at one down (for 59) but 
then England really put us on 
the back foot," said the for¬ 
mer England boss. 

The Zimbabwean added 
conditions this series were 
unlike any he'd previously 
experienced. 

"I haven't played on three 
wickets, even when I was 
with England, where the ball 
has swung around so much 
for three Tests in a row. 

"We haven't been able to 
post a score that gives our 
bowlers something to bowl at." 

India have yet to make 
300 this series but captain 
Mahendra Singh Dhoni pre¬ 
vented total embarrassment 
with a swashbuckling 77, fea¬ 
turing three sixes and 10 
fours, after a top-order col¬ 
lapse reduced his side to 111 
for seven. 

Together with the re¬ 
sourceful Praveen Kumar, he 
added a run-a-ball 84 for the 
eighth wicket. 

Kumar was no silent part¬ 
ner, hitting a six and four 
fours in his 26 before, trying 
to hook Bresnan, he was 
caught by wicketkeeper Matt 
Prior. 


MONTREAL (AFP) - For¬ 
mer world number one Roger 
Federer eased to a 7-5, 6-3 
defeat of Canadian wild card 
Vasek Pospisil to move into 
the third round of the ATP 
Montreal Masters here on 
Wednesday and earn a re¬ 


match with his Wimbledon 
conqueror Jo-Wilfried 
Tsonga. 

The 30-year-old Swiss, 
who is beginning his warm¬ 
up for the US Open later this 
month, showed little sign of 
rustiness as he was playing 


for the first time since late 
June when he lost in the 
Wimbledon quarter-finals to 
Tsonga. 

"It was tough conditions, 
it was quick and he had good 
crowd support," said Federer. 

"He had nothing to lose. It 
was a tricky match for me to 
play today." 

Federer needed 49 min¬ 
utes to get on top of Pospisl 
in the opening set, but moved 
up a gear in the second to 
canter to victory and into a 
rematch with 13th seeded 
Tsonga, who beat Australian 
wild card Bernard Tomic 6-3, 
7-6 (7/1). 

Federer, who only re¬ 
quired a modest four aces and 
two breaks of serve against 
his 155th-ranked opponent, 
said he was looking forward 
to playing Tsonga again. 

"It depends on the condi¬ 
tions, we might play at night 
or during the day. At Wimble¬ 
don it was really a matter of 
our serves and forehands. 

"He (Tsonga) served very 
well, and I was serving well, 
too. It was a matter of a cou¬ 
ple of points." 

Tsonga is taking nothing 
for granted as he meets his 
rival for the second time in 
six weeks. 

"He's still the best player 
ever for me and it's still tough to 
play against him," said Tsonga. 

"The wins I had in the past 
- he won a Montreal quarter¬ 
final two years ago against 
Federer - they will help me, 
of course. 

"But I've lost against him 
(four) times," added the 26- 
year-old. 

Federer, who is bidding 
for a third Canadian title after 
winning in 2004 and 2006, 
was joined by compatriot 
Stanislas Wawrinka in the 
third round, after the 26-year- 
old defeated American 
Michael Russell 6-3, 6-2 in 
just over an hour. 

Seventh seed Tomas 
Berdych advanced as the 
Czech staged a comeback 
over Alexandr Dolgopolov 4- 
6, 6-2, 6-3 while number 
eight Nicolas Almagro out 
out Sergiy Stakhovsky 6-2, 7- 
6 (7/5). 

Top seed and world num¬ 
ber one Novak Djokovic was 
set to make his delayed start 
at the event he won in 2007 
after his second-round match 
with veteran Russian Nikolay 
Davydenko was called off on 
Tuesday due to the weather. 

Second seed Rafael Nadal 
was also due to begin his 
campaign with a second 
round clash with Croatian 
Ivan Dodig.

before Brazil's Robinho con¬ 
verted a penalty on 71 min¬ 
utes. 

The Germans made sure 
of victory when Bayer Lev¬ 
erkusen's Andre Shuerrle 
came off the bench to score 
the German's third on 80 
minutes while Brazil's Ney- 
mar scored his side's second 
in the 92nd minute. 

This was the first time the 
two teams have met since 
2003 and with the game at 
Stuttgart's Mercedes-Benz- 
Arena being televised in 190 
countries, it lived up to it's 
billing as the clash of two of 
football's biggest names. 

"I am personally pleased 
that I have so many options 
now," said Germany coach 
Loew after youngsters 
Goetze, Schuerrle, Toni 
Kroos and Thomas Mueller 
all shone with play-maker 
Mesut Ozil left out to recover 
after touring with Real 
Madrid. 

Having crashed out of last 
month's Copa America after 
losing the quarter-final to 
Paraguay on penalties, Brazil 
coach Mano Menezes is 
under increasing pressure 
after one win in his last five 
games and back-to-back de¬ 
feats.

Major drama set for PGA's formidable final four 


ATLANTA (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods, Rory Mcllroy and 
nearly every player in the 
93rd PGA Championship ex¬ 
pects the year's final major 
title to be decided on the for¬ 
midable closing four holes at 
Atlanta Athletic Club. 

The water-guarded 260- 
yard par-3 15th, narrow up¬ 
hill par-4 476-yard 16th, 
tricky 207-yard par-3 17th 
and 507-yard, par-4 dogleg 
18th with water left of the 
fairway and fronting the 
green will produce drama 
from today to Sunday. 

"I don't think there's an¬ 
other stretch I can remember 
that's this difficult coming 
in,” Woods said. "It's a hell of 
a test coming in but if you 
play those four holes a day 
even par, you will be picking 
up a ton of shots." 

Defending champion Mar¬ 
tin Kaymer of Germany 
would take 16 pars over four 
rounds on the pivotal stretch. 

"The last four holes, they 


are the key," Kaymer said. 
"They are very difficult. You 
are happy always if you get 
away with a par." 

Mcllroy, the Northern 
Irish prodigy whose US Open 
triumph drew comparisons to 
a youthful Woods, sees the 
finish as a place to lose shots 
rather than gain anything. 

"You can make a few 


birdies around the turn and 
then you've sort of just got to 
hang on for dear life coming 
in," Mcllroy said, with the 
15th meriting his special at¬ 
tention. 

"If you make four 3s out 
there this week you're proba¬ 
bly going to gain a couple of 
shots on the field."

Tiger surprised by ex-caddie's comments 


ATLANTA (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods said he was surprised 
at critical comments from 
Steve Williams, the caddie he 
fired last month after 12 years 
of being together, in the wake 
of a victory by his new em¬ 
ployer. 

Woods, speaking on the 
eve of Thursday's start to the 
93rd PGA Championship, 
chose his words carefully and 
said little about the flap that 
began after Adam Scott won 
last week's World Golf 
Championships Bridgestone 
Invitational. 

"I'm not going to speculate 
on Stevie," Woods said. 
"Those are obviously his 
feelings and his emotions and 
his decision to say what he 
wants to say." 


Williams, a 47-year-old 
New Zealander who was bag- 
man for Woods in 13 of his 
14 major triumphs, said that 
carrying the clubs during 
Aussie Scott's WGC victory 
was "the best week of my 
life" and "most satisfying 
win". 

"I have been caddying for 
33 years, 145 wins, and that's 
the best win I've ever had," 
Williams added. "I sort of be¬ 
lieve in destiny sometimes". 

Woods said he sent 
Williams a congratulatory 
text message after the final 
round last Sunday. 

"I was happy to see Stevie 
and Adam win. Adam has 
been a friend of mine, and 
same with Stevie," Woods 
said. 



Asked if he and Williams 
had spoken or exchanged 
messages since Williams 
made his comments, Woods 
said, "I think that's between 
Stevie and myself." 

Former World No. 1 
Woods, now ranked 30th 
after missing much of this 
season with left leg injuries, 


was 15 strokes back at the 
WGC event on a course 
where he had won seven 
times before with Williams as 
caddie. 

Woods dodged the ques¬ 
tion when asked if Williams 
had been disloyal, having de¬ 
fined loyalty as trust earned 
over time, and again when 
asked if he regretted the way 
he split with Williams, which 
he said came face-to-face at 
last month's PGA National. 

"Sometimes we all need 
changes and this was a 
change," Woods said. "I was 
at peace with it. It was a de¬ 
cision and a direction I 
wanted to go and that's it. 

"All I can control is my 
life and how I feel. That's it. 
That's all I can do." 


Woods confirmed that his 
agent, Mark Steinberg, met 
with Williams on Tuesday 
but would not elaborate on 
what messages might have 
been conveyed either way. 

Shane Joel, an Australian 
who caddies for Woods' 
friend Mark O'Meara, was 
linked to possibly becoming 
the next full-time caddie for 
Woods in a report on The 
Golf Channel, and Woods 
said his name has come up in 
conversation. 

"There's nobody I've com¬ 
mitted to," Woods said. 
"Mark was nice enough to 
talk to me about it and said 
that Shane is available if I so 
choose. I'm focused on this 
(week). After this event I'll sit 
down and really look at it."
